Our area is now the CLATSOP GIL SCOUT COUNCIL instead of the former Astoria-Clatsop 
County Girl Scouts . The local office for the CLATSOP GINL SCOUT COUNCIL is located 
in the Pacific Power and Light Company Building, 422 Commercial Street, an Astoria. 


TROOP REGISTRATIONS 


All troops register once a year, with leaders and troop committees. Registration 
forms are sent out from the local office to troops due to register. If for any 
reason these are not received leaders or troop committee members may pick them up at 
the office, 


All troops are requested to have two leaders and at least three troop committee 
members. The leader and troop committee chairman should work together on getting 
the registrations in early in the month in which the troop registration is due. 
Registrations must be in the office by the second Friday of the month in which they 
are due in order to be forwarded to national on time. Please read the instructions 
on the back of the forms carefully, and save yourself and the office time by filling 
in all the requested information clearly and correctly.

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TROOP CAMPING iT KIVANILONG 


Troop camping trips for Intermediate and Senior Girl Scouts, week end trips to Camp 
Kiwanilong, bedides being the highlight of the years program for the girls, are 

one of the most effective ways we have to really teach our girls co-operation, good 
fellowship in work and play, and true democratic citizenship. 


Camp Kiwanilong is open for use by troops up until just before summer camp opens. 
Trips must be scheduled through the local office, and planned in accordance with the 
national and local health and safety standards. The camp is equip with fuel, water, 
lights, dishes and cooking utinsils for a group of about 20, The girls sleep in 

the main lodge, heated by a fireplace. They use straw filled ticks and sleep on the 
floor . Indoor meals are cooked and served in the lodge. 


Troop camping trips should be planned and carried out BY THE GINLS in the troop, not 
for them. It is their chance to really learn to do by doing and we must not rob 
them of this experience and the fun that goes with it. Adequate leadership, super- 
vision and guidance is important, of course,;the real fun of such a trip comes from 


the sharing of the responsibilities as well as the fun. 


Troops wishing to attend camp should prepare themselves weeks ahead of time by 
learning: 
How to make a bed roll and tie it securely, 
How to make out and use a Kaper Chart dividing the work so all share in it, 
How to manage the work so it will take the least possible time, yet be well done, 
What type of activities one should plan fer camp (funny books, and such pastémas 
do not belong in the camp situation. One goes to camp to do things that 
cannot be done at home, such as campfire programs, cookouts, nature hunts, 
wikes, etc.). 


Use LET'S GO TROOP CAMPING, Catalog no. 20-601, 50¢, as a planning guide for a 
troop camping trip. Contact the local Girl Scout office for further information, 
regulations and assistance in scheduling trips, and planning for your troop.

PP WORK OF THE GIRL SCOUTS IN CLATSOP COUNTY 
RE GIRL SCOUTS IN CLATS@P COUNTY 


This week the Girl Scouts of America are celebrating the 
birthday of their founder, Juliette Gordon Low, who 32 years ago 
brought the Girl Scout movement to America, This movement spread 
so rapidly over the country that less than titteen years later 
Girl Scouting was organized In Astoria. 


In 1926, Mrs. John Cannon started the tirst troop. The 
following year, Miss Maud Crouter and Miss Vivian Jackson had 
two thriving troops, numbering together ebout 65 Scouts. Mrs. H. E. 
Hutchens and Miss Maud Crouter were very active in the tormation of 
the Girl Scout Council. 


A number of Astoria's tirst Girl Scouts went on to be Golden 
Eaglets. Some of those early Scouts are now married, some are 
teachers; some are In the Armed Forces; one, Joe Schwab, Is serving 
with the Red Cross in Frence. Dorothy Hutchens has been a Girl Scout 
Executive Secretary In iowa City, lowa. 


What has been the progress of Girl Scouting In Clatsop County? 
In Astoria, at present, there are ten troops, six Intermediate and 
four Brownie troops. There are about one hundred seventy Girl Scouts 
in Astoria. There are many more girls who are waiting to become 
Scouts @s soon as troop leaders can be found, 


Lone Scout Troops are scattered throughout Clatsop County. 
Mrs. A. G. Hansen of Seaside, and her two assistants, have e large 
Intermediate troop. mrs. John Royce, also otf Seaside, has a Brownie 
troop. Scouts are ective in Gearhart, too, led by Mrs. Richard 
Schroeder. A Brownie troop is being organized there. Warrenton 
boests of two Intermediate troops led by Mrs. Charles Johnson and 
Mrs. Kinney.

In March, 1948 with the growth of Girl Scouting both in Astoria and 
throughout the County, the local Council converted to the Clatsop 
Girl Scout Council. By doing so every registered adult™member, 
including troop leaders became a member of the new council. The = 
Board of Directors is elected by the council membership which meets 
twice a year. This administrative group includes members from every 
community in the Council.

 ‘Qhere are 22h adults registered, 85¢ gorjx and 64 troops. 
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Girl Scouting is an educational and recreational program 
which helps to develop good citizenship built on democratic 
principles. This is accomplished by the troop program and 
volunteer leadership plan, 


The troop usually consists of “rom eight to twenty-four girls and 
their leaders. Mos?Girl Scout troops meet once a week for an 
hour or more in schools, churches, homes and community buildings. 
In latsop Sounty troops in Seaside and Hammond meet in their 
own Girl Scout Houses. 


The troop programs give girls a chance to develop new skills 
and to share skills with others. It offers service activities 
in the community which are just as much a bart of Scouting as 
fun is. 


Girl Scouting is an outdoor program. Troovs meet out of doors 
in good weather, play outdoor games, go on hikes and weekend 
trips to the local Girl Scout Camp Aiwanilong near Warrenton 
which is sponsored vy the Astoria Kiwanis Club.

Wlub and is self supporting. It receives no benefits from the 
Community Chest. the funds for this omject are obtained by the 
Annual Girl Seout Cookie Sale to be held in April, 1950. 


The new Council has accomplished many things since 1948. ‘The 
membership has grown from 750 girls and adults to the present 

total membership of 950 in Clatsop County and Clatskanie. This 
includes 700 girls and 250 adults registered with the National 
organization. In 1948 there were 28 registered troops. Today there 
are 9 registered troops and one being organized. 


Through the help of the Community Chestin 1949 more training 
opportunities were offered to the adult volunteers. Eleven 
people attended Regional Training Courses held outside the Council 
Area. The local Council offered training courses in Seaside, 
A©toria, Westport and Clatskanie Districts. A total number of 

123 adults received training during 1949. 


“With the growth of the program additional staff help was needed 
in the office and the Council found it necessary to moveit's 
offic® to a new location. 


“Another service of the local Council includes printing one b 
‘bulletin monthly which contains program helps for adult volunteers 
and is sent to every registered member of the Council. Other 


- @istrict program events are arranged by the Council including 
/ district wide Court of Awards, family picnics at Camp Kiwanilong,

HISTORY OF CLATSOP GIRL scour G.UNCIL, INC, 


As n@ar as can be determined, the first Girl Scout troop in Astoria was 
formed about 1925 or 6 by ims. John Cannon, It didn't thrive, evidently from 
lack of enough interest by sufficient women to really get the Girl Scout program 
going. 

In the fall of 1927, Miss Maude Grouter came to Astoria from Seattle, to 
teach in the Astoria Public School system, bringing with her the same spark that 
hed fired Juliette Low, 15 years before, and she had the enthusiasm and courage 
to nurse Girl Scouting through its first faltering days, until it grew strong 
enough to help itself, Miss Crouter started the first troop with eight girls 
from her Sunday school class in the Methodist Church. She found an able assist- 
ant in Miss Vivian Jackson, who loved Girl Scouting enough to be registered as 
a “Lone Scout". Vivian took the necessary training to become a lst Lieutenant. 
Later as the troop grew by leaps and bounds, Marjorie Canessa Du Bois came in, 
Miss Jackson became a Cantain in her om right, as did Marjorie, These three 
women, then, are the ones to whom we owe our thanks for lighting the flame 


that warms our hearts today, : 

No accurate record has been found that tells the story of exactly wiai-Hape 
pened in Seaside and Gearhart, concerning Girl Seouting, but we find that there — 
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After the formation of "The Astoria Girl Ses.ut Council", as it was snowp, the 
flame mounted higher, and began to touch others than girls and their mothers. One 
of these was Judge Guy Boyington of the Clatsop County Court, whose daughter, Mary 
Elizabeth, was one of the first Girl Scouts to earn a Golden Eaglet Award, He de- 
cided that the Council needed all the help it could get and determined that in-so- 
far as it lay within his power, either as a father or an official, they should have 
ite 

The Council found at this time that they were in need of a centrally located 
meeting place so the Judge gave the ladies the keys to every house omed by the 
County and they went house hunting. They found "The Little House", as it became 
affectionately known, located at lijth and Irving. Money was also a problem, es- 
pecially so with a house to suopert, so a “paper drive" was held and 9150 raised 
to help carry on the work and pay the emali price the County asked for their new 
ROMs 

Plenty of soap, water and elbow crease went into making the little house a 
"Home". In 1935 they hung their first charter on its walls, and it was with heavy 
hearts the Couneil decided after a few years, that they had outgrom their quarters, 
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took over the sponsorship of the camp. A contest was held in the Girl Scout organi- 
gation to select a name and a combination of the words "Kiwanis" and "Long", the lake 
on which the camo is located, was chosen; hence, the name “Kiwanilong". 

The first camo session was held in 1937 with Mrs. &. K. Booth as the Camp Chair- 
man, and carried on each successive year through 191. Due to the proximity of the 
camp to the ocean and Fort Stevens, the girls were not permitted to use it during 
the war years, but in the summer of 195 the camp was reopened under the director~ 
ship of Miss Marie Hubbard, the first full time Executive Director of the Council. 
She remained with the Council until March, 1918. 

With the growth of Girl Scouting in Astoria and throughout the County the 
local Council converted to the association form of government and changed their 
name to "Clatsop Girl Scout Council" in 1948, By doing so every registered adult 
member, including troop leaders, became a member of the new Council, The Board of 
Directors is elected by the Council membership. This administrative group includes 
members from every community in the Council. Mrs. Bert Ross of Seaside was the 
first president of the new Council and Miss Mary Aldrich, the new Executive Direc- 
tor, She stayed with the Council from July 1, 1948 until June 1, 1950, 


With the additional work entailed by the rapidly expanding Girl Semt program, 
the office was moved from the main floor of the Pacific Power and Light Co, into 
an office in the his \. building across the strest, in March, 17190 Mrs. EB, D.

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The story of Camp Kiwanilong since its first canping season would not be 
complete without the mention of Mr. Don Mitchell. ‘The canp owes a great deal 
of its success and progress to the unfailing suoport and enthusiasm of Don. As 
a president of the Kiwanis club at one time, as a chairman of the Kiwanis club 
camp committee, and as a member of the Girl Scout cano committee, Mr. Mitchell 
and his co-workers have been instrumental in developing and maintaining our 
very fine Girl Scout camp.

Over fifty girls were registered for that first session, Since then yearly 


registration has goswn by leaps and bounds and many use the camp for troop camping. 
Constant iuprovenents are being made over the years in order to meet the high 


standards of the Girl Scout organization, Camp Kiwanilong receives help from 
the United Fund, the annual sale of Girl Scout cookies, and the volunteer work 
of the Kiwanis Club, ;

I think we have all heard the story of how Mrs. Juliette Gordon 
Low met Lord and Lady Baden-Powell while she was living in Ungland, and 
recognized the tremendous significance and pessibilities of the Scout 
movement that the Baden-Powells had founded. She started her first company 
in Scotland, and when she returned to her native land she ws determined that 
the girls of her own country should share in the movement. 

Her parents in Savanah, Georgia, must have awaited her arrival 


with: a considerable emount of suspense, since she had cabled, "I'm

The concent of "One World" took shspe in her lively mind many 
years before the phrase caught hold of popul r imagination. Her hope had 
always been to unite the children of many countries in common ideals and 
interests. This she felt would achieve in the long run the understanding 
that statesmen seem unuble to do with written pacts and treaties. before 
her death she saw girls from twenty-six different countries gathered for 
an: International Encampment at Camp Sdith Macy, in May 1926, “t her death, 
her Girl Scout friends felt that no more fitting memorial could be established 
than one that made it sossible to continue this work of fostering friendship 
among the young people of many countries. The Juliette Low Memorial Fund, 
which is garnered each yeer on thebrrthday of Girl Scouting in the United 


States,,was established in 1927. Since then the Juliette Low W orid 


Friendshi» Fund has been used to bring girls from different countries together 


and help them discover that regardless of varied nationalities, races ane, 


creeds, that the idéals, fun and service of Girl, Sequting be dager to al 
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the necessary training to become a lst Lieutenant. Later as the troop grew 
by leaps and bounds, Marjorie Cannessa Du Bois came in. Miss Jackson became 
a Captain in her own right, as did Marjorie. These three women, then, are 
the ones to whom we owe our thanks for lighting the flame, that warms our 
hearts today. 

No accurate record has been found that tells the story of exactly 
what happened in Seaside and Gearhart, concerning Girl Scouting, but we find 
that there were several lone troovs in the early 1920's which carried on 
for a time, then they are lost track of in the records.
